ROOSEVELT HINTS 
‘MILD’ INFLATION 
AS AID FOR FARMS 


President Gives Indica- 
tion of Determination To 
Bring Agriculture - in 
Line With Industry.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—(?)— 
Satisfied that the climb definitely has 
started, President Rooserelt intends 
to put more power behind the recov- 
ery drive with special efforts directed 


toward the attempt to bring lagging 
agrictiture into line with industry. 

Sufficient credit for the needs of 
expanded “industry and higher prices 
for the farmers as well as the manu- 
facturers is the goal upon which full 
White House attention is directed. 

Mr. Roosevelt is pulling the con- 
trols to gain this objective, but he 
does not look for the full accomplish- 
ment in six months or possibly with- 
in a year that will put all men back 
to work and fully restore commodity 
prices, 

This authoritative White House ex- 
position of the administration’s policy 
was regarded tonight as meaning there 
be expansion of credit and 
prices on a steady, gradual basis with 
an avoidance of violent fluctuations 
either up or down. 

Inflation Urged. 

The president has been besieged in 
the last two days by southern leaders 
to resort to inflation moves. These 
men have left the White House ex- 
pressing -satisfaction at the attitude 
of the chief executive but making no 
predictions for the immediate future. 

Mr. Roosevel* has given orders for 
the government to back up the capital 
structure of any needy banks so as to 
make certain that the required credit 
is pushed out. 

He is considering also making di- 
regt loans on payrolls as an additional 
assurance to any timid. bankers that 
the government is certain of the ex- 
pansion movement, 

Meanwhile, there was complete con- 
fidence at the White House that the 
bankers would extend the necessary 
aid to the «mall merchants who hare 
aligned themselves with the NRA pro- 
gram for more jobs and higher wages 
to tide them over the immediate fu- 


ture.

PROBLEMS SOLVED 


Association Will Not 
Make Deductions for 
Reserve; Profits To Go 
to Dividends. 


Governor Eugene Talmadge Wed- 
nesday placed his stamp of approval 
on the formation of a new Georgia 
cotton co-operative association, which, 
directors announced, will begin -oper- 
ations today. 

One of the first official acts of the 
new co-operative will be liquidation 


of the old Georgia cotton growers’ as- 
sociation, said J. E. Conwall, president 
of the old association, for the benefit 
of its members, thus settling the old 
reserve problem of this body. 

Governor Talmadge pledged his 
support to the new movement at a 
luncheon of its directors, which was 
attended by representative cotton 
growers from all parts of the state 
and by E. F. Creekmore, of New 
leans, vice president and general man- 
ager of the American Cotton Co-oper- 
ative Association. 

“IT am with you in anything you 
try to do that will help the farmer,” 
the governor said. “I have ho pa- 
tience with many of these fellows who 
say they are trying to help the farmer, 
but when an honest effort is made to 
give him relief I will do all I can to 
push it along. I know the vicissi- 
tures of big business and that there 
must be co-operation, but the farmer 
is the man who most needs help. to- 
day, and I’m for him.” 

No deductions will be made from 
sales of cotton by the new associa- 
tion for creation of a reserve, direc- 
tors said in a prepared statement, 
Cotton will be acquired on a competi- 
tive basis and any profits resulting to 
the new association from the sale of 
cotton so acquired will be distributed 
to the members as a patronage divi- 
dend, or retained by the association 
as operating capital. 

“Thus,” the statement of directors 
said, “each member will be assured 
of receiving at least as much for his 
cottop as he could if he had sold it 
himself. Each member will be per- 
mitted to fix the date of sale of his

QUITS STEEL POS! 


Institute To Devote Time 
To Enforcing Provisions 
of NRA Code. | 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—(#)—Rob- 
ert P, Lamont resigned today.as pres- 
ident of the American Iron and Steel 
Institute, saying no one knows how 
far government regulation of business 
may go and that he could be of little 
help in carrying out the institute's 
present activities. 

“From now on, for an indefinite 
period,” Lamont wrote Chairman 
Charles M. Schwab,’ “the principal 
activities of the Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute will be in seeing that the obli- 
gations of the industry under the code 
are properly carried out and reported 
to the government. 

“The opporunity for constructive, 
forward-looking studies and plans for 
the industry as a whole,.that seemed 
possible a year ago, must give way 
to the present practical, immediate 
demands, which can best be met by 
men familiar with the vast details of 
the various branches ofthe industry. 
I can be of little help-in this work.” 

Institute officials said Lamont’s 
resignation was not in protest against 
the recently adopted steel code; La- 
mont, secretary of commerce in the 
Hoover administration, was active is 
drafting the industry’s charter, which 
Secretary Perkins, of the labor depart- 
ment, attacked. 

The institute had written in the 
code a provision that the so-called 
“company ‘unions” complied with the 
recovery act’s guarantee of employes’ 
rights to choose the type of organiza- 
tion they would join. Lamont with- 
drew the provision, however, at the 
— of the recovery administra- 
ion. 

Frank «Purnell, chairman of the in- 
stitute’s labor committee, said at 
Youngstown, Ohio, today that the in- 
dustry has. “put .into effect al] the 
labor provisions of the steel code and 
is doing its best to live up to them.”

By a vote of 3 to the Fulton 
county commission Wednesday ordered 
a decrease of one-half mill in the 10- 
mill county tax levy, effective this 
year. 

The reduction-was proposed by Com- 
missioner Paul S. Etheridge. Commis- 
sioners W, L. Gilbert and Walter C. 
Hendrix joined in voting for the Eth- 
eridge motion, while Chairman George 
H. Longino and Commissioner J. A. 
Ragsdale voted against it. 

Mr. Etheridge said that tke reduc- 
tion would slash the county’s income 
a total of $133,000, but added that it 
would permit the county to retire 
about $140,000 of its deficit. 

The county board some months ago 
ordered a decrease In tax assessments 
of 18.88 per cent. 

Chairman Longino said that he was 
opposing the reduction in the levy be- 
cause he felt that a reduction in 4as- 
sessments would be a better plan for 
the board to follow. The motion of 
Mr. Etheridge was adopted without 
much debate. 

The reduction in the rate is the sec- 
ond obtained this year by Fulton 
county taxpayers, Governor Eugene 
Talmadge having previously ordered a 
reduction of from 5 to 4 mills in the 
state ad valorem levy. . 

The special county levy of 1 mill 
for school purposes will remain as 
it is. : 

The county board at its session 
Wednesday also took up the proposal 
for a joint city-county application for

STRIKE TROUBLES 
IN CUBA IMPERIL 
AMERICAN LIVES 


Seven Hundred Fear for 


Safety in Outlying'| 


Provinces as Labor Hue 
and Cry Mounts.

HAVANA, Cuba, Sept. 13.—(UP) 

Hundreds of Americans were in dan- 
ger zones in the Cuban interior to- 
night, their safety threatened by the 
menace of labor uprisings against the 
new revolutionary regime of Pro- 
visional President Ramon Grau San 
Martin. 

‘ A United Press survey showed that 
700 Americans were in outlying dis- 
tricts where labor unrest was con- 


sidered worst. Altogether there are 
some 1, Americans in the prov- 
inces. 

Twelve Americans were reported 
still surrounded at Cristo, in Ameri- 
can-owned mangatiese mines. The 
roads out were blocked by trees. . At 
Baguanos, worth of Santiago, in 
Oriente’ province, the managers of sev- 
éral sugar centrals (plants) were be- 
ing held virtual prisoners. 

Racial Trouble F 


At Tacajo, sugar wag distributed 
among the populace. Wighteen Ameri- 
cans residing at Cardenas privately ex- 
pressed fears of possible racial trou- 
ble. There are 120 Americans at 
Santiago, where the U. 8S. 8. Talbot, 
a destroyer, is in port against an 
emergency. Across the harbor at 
Rente, several American families have 
sought refuge, hurrying from the near- 
by mining districts as labor unrest 
continued to grow. 

The reports reaching authorities in 
Havana stressed the “potential dan- 
ger” of labor unrest, but emphasized 
also that no American had as yet 
been injured or assaulted. 

The round-up of labor’ troubles over 
the island showed also that about 20 
per cent of the sugar mills were af- 
fected. They are the main mills, pro- 
ducing about 50 per cent of Cuba’s 
sugar export. Strikes in several dis- 
tricts have been settled .temporarily, 
but the American owners contend they 
are making settlements with the un- 
rnly labor elements only under duress.

State, in Closing Argu- 
ment, Demands Full Pen- 
alty for ‘Snatcher’; Bow- 
en Trial Opens Today. 


William R. Delinski must serve 
from 21 to 28 years in prison for the 
kidnaping and robbery of John K. 
Ottley, president of the First National 
bank. 

Delinski was found guilty of kid- 
naping for ransom, robbery and on 
two misdemeanor counts, one of which 
was carrying a concealed weapon, the 
other for carrying a pistol without a 
license. 

The jury returned its verdict after 
deliberating one hour and 25 minutes. 
Judge Humphries immediately passed 
sentence. 

The jury gave Delinski 15 to 20 
years for kidnaping for ransom, four 
to six years for robbery and two 
terms of 12 months each on the mis- 
demeanor counts. 

Judge Humphries decreed that the 
sentences should run consecutively,

Delinski will not appeal, counsel for 

the defense said Wednesday night. 


“We are satisfied with the verdict,” 
said Arthur W. Powell, attorney for 


 Delinski. 


_In passing sentence, Judge Humph- 
ries said that he did not feel that there 
was any impropriety in telling of a 
message which came to him from the 
defendant while the jury was out. Del- 
inski, the judge said, offered to plead 
guilty provided he would be given a 
sentence of 10 to 20 years, the sen- 
tences on each count to run concur- 
rently. 

“The court replied the only way it 
could,” Judge Humphries said. “TI in- 
formed the defendant that criminals 
could not be permitted to dictate their 
punigpment.. When the defendant ad- 
mitt hig guilt, his counsel could 
have rendered the bench, the bar and 
the public a greater service by advis- 
ing him to plead guilty instead of tak- 
ing the issue before a jury to get the 
jury to pass on the sentence instead 
‘of the court.”

Assistant Solicitor-General John H. 
Hudson informed the court that he 
wanted the jury to know that he had 
not reflected on the jurors in his ar- 
gument as was charged by Powell.

of duty. 

Politicians Are Not Organized. : 

In spite of the deplorable condi- 
tion as related, politicians are not 
well organized in Atlanta as any- 
one familiar with the political or- 
ganizations in the eastern and west- 
ern cities can testify. It is esti- 
mated that at most Atlanta politi- 
cians can control only from 6,000 to 
8,000 votes. While this is a large 
proportion of the vote in Atlanta 
which is from 8.500 in “off” years 
to 17,000 in “political” years, ‘it is 
not a strongly organized ryote, be- 
cause there are constantly realign- 
ments and there is often antagonism 
between the city and county which 
must work together to muster even 
8,000 votes. Often there is no or- 
ganization until actual opposition ap- 
pears. (Though this is considered 
an “off” year politically, 17 mem- 
bers of council—almost  one-half— 
will be elected and four members 
of the board of education—about one- 
third.) 

Even with a registration list of 
only 21,000, it, should not be a dif- 


'jeal organization such as exists in 
Atlanta if the voters are at all in- 
terested and determined to do any- 
thing. With a native white popu- 
lation of voting age numbering more 
than 110,000, our registration list 
should be increased many times. 

Citizens Have Organized Effec- 

tively. 

On several occasions citizens have 
organized effectively in Atlanta. Two 
of these provide striking illustrations 
because very little effort and prac- 
tically no money was required, 

In 1919 there arose a decided issue, 
and the women mailed out a printed 
sheet giving the names of all the can- 
didates alphabetically, stating the is- 
sue, and showing which side the dif- 
ferent candidates took. Practically all 
of those on one side of the question 
were elected, showing that the situa- 
tion had been successfully presented 
to the public. Had .it not been, the 
result would have been mixed, espe- 
cially as the wrening side was against 
those running for re-election, It is an 
accepted fact that those running for 
re-election generally have a_ better 
chance of winning than do other can- 
didates. 

Again in 1923 the same thing oc- 
curred, except in this case the league 
requested 30 candidates to run on 
certain issues. The league especially 
stated that it would not indorse any 
candidates but were requesting them 
to run in answer to a demand from 
a number of citizens. Those standing 
on these issues were starred and 
those who had been requested by the 
league were double starred. Twenty- 
eight out of the 30 were elected, 
though the league had only $300 to 
spend for printing and postage. There 


'was no other publicity. There was no 


campaign. 

These incidents show that the elec- 
torate responds to information. It 
might be asked why the league did not 
continue similar efforts. The answer 
is that it required more money than 
the league had and more time from 
other league activities than the work- 
ing members had. 

For the first time since that at- 
tempt the league is proposing. that 
the same methods be used, with im- 


portant additions, and it is present- 
ing the plan to the whole public in 
order .that it will gather sufficient 
force to continue from year to year. 

This year an election issue of Facts 
(the league’s publication, which goes 
every month to its membership) will 
be delivered to every registered voter 
on Saturday, September 16. Non- 
partisan information on each candi- 
date and the answers to the league's 
questionnaire will be presented. The 
league has been publishin informa- 
tion on candidates since 1928, but be- 
lieves that the circle receiving this 
information should be extended. 

If the response to the plan is good 
on September 20, the candidates com- 
mittee will proceed with drafting three 
candidates for the eounty commission- 
ers race in the spring primary of 
1934—three is a majority of the com- 
mission—and the league will prepare 
another election issue of Facts to be 
mailed to all registered voters prior to 
that primary. 

The article Friday. which coneludes 
the series, will be “Politics—an Avo- 
cation or a Vocation.”

Relief Agencies To Con- 
fine Aid-to Drouth, 
Storm-Stricken States. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—(/)— 
With the full approval of President 
Roosevelt, the administration’s farm 
credit, public works and unemploy- 
ment aid agencies 
day to provide relief on a vast scale 
to the estimated 150,000 suffering 
families in the drouth and  storm- 
stricken Dakotas, the southwest and 


Florida. 

The new emergency-aid program, 
estimated to involve a federal-state- 
loeal cost of approximately $60,000,- 
000, will be restricted to the drouth 
and grasshopper-stricken areas of 
North and South Dakota, Texas, Col- 
orado, Oklahoma and Kansas, and the 
hurricane-ridden regions of ‘Texas 
and Florida. 

“This is a new policy and there will 
be some criticism, but the relief will 
be confined strictly to the areas af- 
fected,” said Harry L. Hopkins, un- 
employment relief administrator. “No 
amount of pressure will cause an ex- 
tention of the policy to the country 
as a whole.” 

Hopkins mapped out the program 
with Secretary Ickes, public wo#s 
supervisor, and Henry Morgenthau 
Jr., governor of the farm credit ad- 
ministration, soon after President 
Roosevelt had announced the govern- 
ment would go to the immediate as- 
sistance of .the thousands in need. 

Morgenthau, he said, would follow 
a “liberal credit policy’ where loans 
could be made through corporations 
set up for such purposes as rebuild- 
ing homes. The public works money 
will be dispensed on a 30-70 basis 
with the states putting up the 70 
per cent. Most of the 70 per cent, 
however, Hopkins expects to come 
from federal unemployment _reliaf 
grants. 

He added that families in distress 
probably would be given between 
$300 and $800 to tide them over 
a year. Figured on the basis of more 
than 100,000 families in need, he 
said the cost easily might reach $60,- 
Red Cross disaster directors in the 
hurricane areas reported to headquar- 
ters here today that 4.575 Florida 
families and between 15,000 and 20,- 
000 Texas families need aid. 

Henry M. Baker, who made the 
Florida report, also told the Red Cross 
that 395 homes were destroyed, 75 
damaged and that 2,500 had been re- 
roofed. 

Dr. Albert Evans, the Texas direc- 
tor, reported 2,300 homes destroyed, 
1,300 damaged, 6,400 families needing 
clothing, 9,000 needing aid in rebuild- 
ing. 

Red Cross officials said a large staff 
was at work in both places, and that 
large shipments of clothing had al- 
ready been dispatched. 

The relief administrator announced 
aid would be’ sent 21 counties in Flor- 
ida which suffered from hurricane 
and flood. 

The counties are Lee, Hendry, De- 
soto, Broward, Palm Beach, Martin, 
St. Lucie, Indian River, Okeechobee, 
Glades, Oceola, Orange, Polk, Hills- 
boro, Lake, Hernando, Marion, Semi- 
nole, Manatee, Hardee and Sarasota.

Thirty-six states must formally rat- 
ify repeal.

Told Fantastic Story. 

Delinski’s sole. hope, Thine the 
frank agreement of his counsel! that 
the issue rested between a penalty of 
four to seven years and one of four to 
20 years, lay in the possibility that 
the jury might accept his fantastic 
story of being prompted to kidnap 
the banker not for ransom, but to get 
him out of the way for four or five 
days while some sort of a “deal” was 
put over. 

Although, under the law, Judge 
John D. Humphries charged the jury 
on the form of the verdict for ac- 
quittal, Delinski having pleaded not 
guilty, his attorneys expressed hope 
only that the jury would be lenient 
in fixing the punishment, in view of 
Delinski’s acknowledgment of the kid- 
naping in his unsworn statement. 

Two Days of Testimony. 

The jury received the case at 4:30 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon follow- 
ing two days of testimony by state 
witnesses in which Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin built up an apparent- 
ly “air-tight” case placing the crime 
on Delinski, both by Mr. Ottley’s ac- 
count of the kidnaping and identifica- 
tion of Delinsky and by testimony 
placing. Delinski in the vicinity of 
Suwanee, where Mr. Ottley was held 
prisoner, on the day of the kidnaping. 

Delinski, throwing himself on the 
mercy of the jury, admitted carry- 
ing out the details of the kidnaping, 
but alleged that it was inspired by a 
man he knew as “Jerry Blackstone,” 
whom he met in the public library. 
Delinski said that he was promised 
$250 for the job and actually re- 
ceived $100. “Blackstone,” Delinski 
said, told him that other bankers 
wanted Mr. Ottley out of the way for 
several days. The defendant denied 
that he had any intention of collect- 
ing ransom, although a ransom note 


demanding $40,000 was delivered at | 


the Ottley home. 
42-Year Term Was Possible. 

If the jury had decided to give the 
maximum punishment, Delinski eouli 
have received a total sentence of 42 
years. The jury considered four 
counts: kidnaping, 4 to 20 years; rob- 
bery by force and intimidation, 4 ito 
20 years; carrying a pistol without a 
license, 12 months, and carrying a con- 
cealed weapon, 12 months. 

The trial was enlivened Wednes- 
day afternoon by the appearance at 
court of a mysterious unidentified 
young woman who demanded to see 
Delinski, and who claimed that she 
had attended school with Delinski in 
Florida, although Delirnski told his 
attorneys that he did not know the 
woman. Deputy sheriffs question- 
ing her, were met with a defiant at- 
titude and charges that “you can’t 
get justice in Georgia like you can 
in Florida.” 

Judge Humphries’ charge to the 
jury was brief occupying only half 
an hour. After charging the law on 
evidence, presumption of innocence 
and similar features, Judge Hum- 
phries told the jury that if it be- 
lieved that Delinski kidnaped the 
banker and took him to another 
county not for ransom, it would be 
authorized to fix the penalty at from 
four to seven years, but if the jury 
believed that the kidnaping involved 
an intent to collect ransom, the pen- 
alty should be fixed within the min- 
imum and maximum of 4 to 20 vears 
under the new state law on kidnap- 
ing for ransom. 

State Asks Full Penalty. 

Arguments occupied two hours. The 
jury heard Solicitor-General Boykin 
charge that Delinski “has introduced 
the ‘snatch’ racket in Atlanta and 
Georgia for the first time.” Boykin 
asked the jury to “stamp it out here 
and now by refusing to deal softly 
with such a leech on society.”

THE COTTON PROTEST. 

Sweeping changes in the federal 
government’s plans for the relief 
of the southern farmer are con 
tained in the program adopted at 
the conference held at Columbia by 
representatives of the cotton grow- 
ers of North and South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama. 

Governors of all cotton-growing 
states are urged in resolutions 
adopted by the conference to ap- 
point committees to present the 


— 


proposed program to the federal 


administration and urge immedi- 
ate action. The report of the steer- 
ing committee, in citing the dan- 
ger in delay, sets forth that “con- 
ditions affecting the cotton grower 
are worse now than at this time 
last year and unless relief is forth- 
coming immediately the national re- 
covery act will be imperiled in thre 
south.” 

Abandonment of the cotton 
processing tax is demanded, on the 
clearly correct ground that this tax, 
instead of being paid by the con- 
sumer, as was planned, has in real- 
ity fallen on the producer. 

Currency expansion, the setting 
of a minimum price of 15 cents a 
pound for cotton, the declaration of 
a cotton marketing holiday until 
this minimum price is obtained, and 
the limiting of next year’s crop to 
9,000,000 bales round out the pro- 
gram to be submitted to govern- 
ment officials. 

Regardless of the merits of the 
program, the prime necessity, if 
prompt steps are to be taken to re- 
lieve the present farm crisis, is to 
secure united action by all the cot- 
ton-producing states from North 
Carolina to Texas. It will uselessly 
confuse the situation for the south- 
eastern states to send committees 
to Washington on one plan if the 
great cotton-producing states of 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas are at the same time present- 
ing some other plan. 

There can be no questioning the 
serious situation now faced By the 
southern farmer. The steps that 
have been taken under the agricul- 
tural adjustment act have, so far at 
least, improved his condition but 
little. 

The federal administration is, of 
course, aware of the critical nature 
of the situation, and is prepared, 
if necessary, to take drastic action 
to remedy it. 

What line the action will follow 
will depend largely upon confer- 
ence between the cotton growers 
and the officials at Washington, and 
the quickness with which relief 
steps are taken depend largely upon 
the unanimity of opinion of the 
growers. 

If they go to Washington, divided 


among themselves and with con- 


flicting plans, then the reaching of 
an agreement is certain to be de- 
layed, with the prospect that the 
government will be forced to form- 


. ulate a solution of the problem not 


as effective as if arrived at through 
full co-operation of all interests in- 


— volved.

If this is -accom- 
plished, then the Grau San Martin 
government may make the grade; 
if not, it must be only a question 
of time before a fifth government 
will follow the four which Cuba 
has had during the past 30 days. 
The scarcely veiled antagonism 
being exhibited towards Ambassa- 
dor Welles is unfortunate, but 
hardly surprising, The part he 
played in pjacing de Cespedes in 
the presidency, and the probability 
that his counsel is still being 
sought by the deposed faction, de- 
spite the announcement that he is 
now following a hands-off policy, is 
Sufficient to lead the new regime 
to adopt an antagonistic attitude. 
Such an attitude is, if nothing else, 
good politics so far as the radical 
elements of the island’s population 
are eoncerned. 

Undoubtedly affairs of the island 
republic will reach a new crisis 
within the next few days, Either 
Grau San Martin and his new eab- 
inet will be able to consolidate with 
their cause some of the factions 
now opposing them, or else, failing 
in that effort, must face from some 
direction a definite move to oust 
them from control. 

The precautions being taken by 
American residents throughout the 
island tend to the conclusion that 
the latter eventuality is, under pres- 
ent conditions, most likely to de- 
velop. 

Should violence ensue, which is 
more probable now than in the two 
bloodless coups of the last month, 
the danger of enforced American 
intervention will become more 
acute than it has been at any time 
since the overthrow of Machado.

Liberia Dishonors

Report has followed report on the 
subject of misgovernment in the re- 

ublic of Liberia, but nothing has yet 

n done. The government of the 
United States, Great Britain, France 
and Germany have apparently pre- 
sented official notes of the strongest 
character to the Liberian government, 
but that is all. 

One who has just been reading the 
last message of the president of the 
‘negro republic says that it is a docu- 
ment of curious contradictions and 
disclosures. Sir John Simon used in 
return language reminiscent of Glad- 
stone about the Bulgarian atrocities. 
He demanded “explicit assurances” 
that the cruelties be stopped. The 
French government demanded an 
early answer to its charge of tyran- 
nical activities.” The Washington 
government asked for early assur- 
ances that acts of violence “in an in- 
excusable degree” would cease. The 
German. government seems to. have 
charged Liberia with “atrocities”— 
“nositively confirmed by reliable per- 
sons.” 

In a curious message “President” 
Barclay, of Liberia, pays a glowing 
tribute to the efficacy and enthusiasm 
of the Liberian frontiet force, and 
gives the example of their activities: 
“The casualties among the dissident 
tribes total 159 killed (81 men, 49 
women and 29 children). The nume 
ber of those wounded is not avail- 
able. A few women and children may 
have been shot by accident, but evi- 
dence showed that the majority were 
burned to death in huts, it being 
found dangerous for the soldiers to 
search these huts to ascertain that 
they were empty before setting them 
on fire.’ For callous inhumanity 
that passage would be hard to beat.

TRICHINIASIS FROM UNDER- 
DONE PORK. 

A young Italian housewife was ad- 
mitted to the hospital in December 
complaining of headache which had 
persisted two weeks. She had been in 
excellent health up te the time the 
headache began. With the headache 
some swelling of the eyelids, face and 
legs had occurred. This puffy swell- 


‘ing of the eyelids is a characteristic 


sign. 

There was moderate fever. ‘Tests 
were made for typhoid fever, with 
negative result. The blood count show- 
ed a moderate increase in the num- 
ber of leucocytes (white corpuscles) 
such as might occur in various mild 
feverish illfiesses of infectious cause, 
though not in typhoid. The routine 
examination failed to give a clew as to 
the cause or nature of the illness, un- 
til after several days in hospital she 
began to have convulsive cramps in 
the legs and severe pains in the legs. 

Dr. Watson himself would have be- 
come suspicious then, even if Sher- 
lock had not been on hand. Inquiry 
now elicited the fact that the patient 
and her husband had both eaten ‘pork. 
sausage obtained from the local butch- 
er three weeks before her admission 
to the hospital, 

By this time, too, there was an- 
other characteristic sign of parasitic 
infestation observed, namely, an ex- 
traordinary predominance of eosino- 
philes, that is, white blood corpuscles 
that take a distinguishing stain when 
the blood specimen is prepared for 
microscopic examination, the bright 
red of eosin. This sign is observed 
in some other conditions, but it sug- 
gests some parasitic infestation strong- 
ly enough to require that such a diag- 
nosis be ruled out, 

The painful cramps in the legs were 
so severe that it was decided to ex- 
amine the affected muscles, so a wee 
bit of muscle tissue was snipped out 
of the calf muscle and examined under 
the microscope. This revealed en- 
evsted trichina larvae and elinched the 
diagnosis — trichiniasis. The patient 
made a good recovery in three or four 
weeks. Many trichiniasis victims suc- 
cumb. 

Trichinella spiralis is a small round 
worm that passes its life cycle in man, 
rat or hog. The larvae are embedded 
in the muscles of the hog and are 
freed when the meat is digested in the 
stomach of man or the rat or other 
flesh eating animal. The free larvae 
pass along to the intestine, where they 
develop into adult worms. The females 
produce more than 500 young, and the 
embroyos at once penetrate the in- 
testinal wall and get into the blood 


parts of the body, the brain and other 
organs as well as the muscles. The 
young parasites reach their full adult 
size in the muscles, and that is scarce- 
ly one-twelfth of an inch long. and 
they argsume a spiral shape and be- 
come encysted. Expert meat inspectors 
can. detect infested meat with the 
naked eye. But considerable hog meat 
is not inspected.

LOSS OF REVENUE 


Company Serving North- 


east, Southwest Georgia 
Near Failure, Is Claim. 


Another small Georgia - telephone 
company Wednesday answered the 
public service commission’s order to 
show cause why its rates should not 
be reduced with the claim that it is 
on the verge of financial ruin and 
even without funds to employ counsel 
and engineering advice to reply to 
the commission’s order. 

The company was the Georgia-Con- 
tinental Telephone Company, which 
serves the northeast and the south- 
west sections of the state. It was 
represented by its general manager, 
V. O. Randall, of Sumter, 8. C. 

“We are here without counsel and 
engineering experts as our company 
is not in a satisfactory financial con- 


dition,” Mr. Randall said as he took 
the witness stand. “We could not af- 
ford to incur any extra expense.” 

“That’s all right,’ Chairman Jud 
P. Wilhoit, of the commission, told 
him. “We'll just sit down and talk 
things over.” 

Mr. Randall then went on to recite 
a situation which paralleled that de- 
picted Tuesday for the Central Tele- 
phone Company and the Southwestern 
Telephone Company of Georgia, de- 
claring that because of continued de- 
creasing revenues, losses of subscrib- 
ers and other losses, his company had 
paid only one dividend in nearly two 
years and that one was for 2 per 
cent. 

“Because of conditions we have 
been forced to pass our regular quar- 
terly dividend every three months 
for the last two years with but one 
exception,” Mr. Randall testified. 
“The dividend we did pay amounted 
to only 2 per cent.” 

Mr. Randall said that the com- 
pany’s losses were laid entirely to the 
depression. 

Assistant Attorney-General John 
T. Goree, who is directing the exami- 
nation of witnesses for the commis- 
sion, questioned Mr, Randall closely 
regarding payments to holding com- 
panies, but the witness said that his 
company made no such payments. 

Before Mr. Randall appeared the 
commission concluded its examination 
of witnesses replying for the Central 
and Southeastern companies with the 
appearance of H. G. Andrews, of Tal- 
lahassee, the auditor for the com- 
panies.

Sewanee 


SEWANEE, Tenn., Sept. 13.—There is a cool, beautiful 
inn at Sewanee. And it looks out on the trees and the great 
stones that dot the slopes down toward the valley. 

The inn is Tuckaway Inn and has been conducted through 
a lot of this life by Miss Johnnie Tucker. Now, it may be 

wondered what the Tuckaway Inn has to do 
with football. And what Miss Johnnie Tucker 
has to do with it. 

And the answer is that one cannot review 

» the Sewanee football team without reviewing 
Sewanee, rich in tradition and all of the old 
glories of sacrifice and fighting $pirit. 

And Miss Johnnie Tucker has been at 
Sewanee for a lot of years. She has spent all 
her life there and she has seen the football 
players come and go since the early years of 

: the gay nineties. I do not think Miss Johnnie 
Y will mind me saying that. Her old inn, which 
= was as old as Sewanee, burned. But the new 

RALPH McGILL. one jis as beautiful and. as fine as the other. 

When the old inn burned Miss Johnnie said, ‘Save the 
Purples first.’”” Now, the Purples are the year books, each 
called ‘“‘The Purple,” with the history of the football teams of 
each year in them. 

And the Purples in Tuckaway Inn tell all the old glories 
when Sewanee came down off the mountain to win a southern 
championship; when the Tiger was a raging terror; when the 
Kirby-Smith boys played in the old battle shirt that their father 
had won in the Civil War as a southern general—all those 
‘things and more are in the Purples. 


A SQUAD OF 25 MEN. 

The first sight I had of the Sewanee football squad was 
when it came in for lunch. They numbered just 25 men. 
That’s all. The average conference-coach has 50 out and more. 
And usually selects, or hand-picks, a varsity squad of the 30 
best. Sewanee has out 25 men. — 

There are about five men on the squad who weigh enough 
to be on the varsity squad of the larger teams in the South- 
eastern Conference. Most of them are small. But they look 
eager; they are determined. 

So are the Sewanee coaches. They know that other 
southern coaches would consider their squad hopeless. But 
they go right ahead. So do the boys. They know they will 
fight harder; that their incentive will be more; that they will 
beat two or three good teams and return to ‘‘The Rock’’ to 
be greeted as champions. 

Sewanee clings to the top of a mountain. It is a 
small place but it breeds loyalty. The Sewanee men 
never forget. The student body is numerically small. 
But it is loyal. And in these days loyalty, pure loyalty, 
is a rare quality. 

Head Coach Harry Clark, himself a former Sewanee player, 
knows he will have the usual trying team. It will not have 
any reserves; it will have two or three real football players

His plans carefully drawn, the chief 
executive is somewhat confident that 
by January 1, when the system of in- 
sured deposits becomes operative, all 
but a very few will be doing busi- 


ness. 

The administration was described to- 
day as ready to put the resources of 
the government behind any institu- 
tion not irremedially insolvent with 
the stipulation that the local communi- 
ty do its share. 

If additions to the capital structure 
of a closed bank can put it in a sound 
position again, it will issue new pre- 
ferred stock, which the people of the 
locality will be asked to buy. When

FLYER DIES IN CRASH 
AT VALDOSTA AIRPORT 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Sept. 13.—(?) 
D. D. Corvin, ‘of Findlay, Ohio, was 
killed near the municipal airport to- 
day when a monoplane he was pilot- 
ing crashed from — 100 
feet into a dense thicket 

Corvin had been in this city ap- 
proximately a week, working on the 
plane motor, Fred Pultar, manager of 
the airport said. He took off this 
morning on a. test flight. Apparently, 
Pultar said, the motor of the plane 
failed, causing the ship to crash. The 
body was badly mangled. 

Difficulty of locating the plane in 
the dense swamp was solved when 
Charles Holloman, pilot for the 
Southern Air Corporation here, took 
the air in a smaller plane and lo- 
cating the wreckage, circled over. it 
until he saw the searchers crash their 
way through the swamp and carry 
the body to a waiting ambulance. 

Those who reached the scene said 
the man was killed instantly. 

This was the second fatal crash 
here since a field has been operated. 
Steve Shewmaker fell to his death at 
another field in September, 1930. 


PASTOR, OPPONENT 
STAGE FIST FIGHT 


IN CHURCH ROW 


JONESBORO, Ark., Sept. 13.—(&) 
The Rev. Dale 8S. Crowley and John 
Nelson, a member of the Rev. Joe Jef- 
fers faction, engaged in a fist fight 
today in a renewal of hostilities be- 
tweeri the warring groups of the 
Jonesboro Baptist tabernacle. They 
were separated by Mayor Herbert 
Bosler. 

Later, two fist fights were alleged 
to have occurred between members of 
the opposing factions engaged for sev- 
eral weeks in a turbulent contest over 
whether Crowley or Jeffers, a militant 
evangelist, is pastor of the tabernacle. 

The fight between Crowley and Nel- 
son occurred in front of the city hall 
just after Crowley had appeared as a 
witness against Walter Montague, an- 
other Jefferite, in his municipal court 
trial on a charge of disturbing the 
peace and using abusive 
Montague was acquitted of the charge, 
which grew out of alleged threats 
against Crowley a few weeks ago. 

Crowley and Nelson were reported 
to have rolled over on the pavement 
several times before the mayor and 
two officers stepped in and stopped 
the fight. Nelson came out with a 
bloody nose and Crowley suffered in- 
juries to two fingers. 

Both were arrested on charges of 
fighting.

TAX ADJUSTER WINS 
LOWER ASSESSMENTS 


MACON, Ga. Sept. 13.—(P)— 
Blanket reductions averaging 15 per 
cent on a large block of city real es- 
tate tax assessments were approved 
by city council Tuesday night in what 
was said to have been an effort to dis- 
solve an impasse with Charles JB. 
Nash, a private tax adjuster, which 
has frozen tax payments on more than 
a half million dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty for the last year. 

No reductions were approved on 
some of the property for which Nash 
has insisted, it was said. 
the reduction is said to have ran 
as high as 25 per cent. 

The largest taxpayers represented 

by Nash is the Atlantic Ice & Coal 
Corporation, whose real estate former- 
y was 
$175,000. An approximate reduction 
of 15 per cent was allowed on this 
property on the basis of assessments 
on adjoining property. 
Nash, according to city officials, op- 
posed individual payments of assess- 
ments, but some property owners have 
already settled on the basis of the 
reduction granted by the city, council 
was informed.

COTTON OIL GRUSHERS 
CREATE 100 NRA JOB 


AUGUSTA, Sept. 13.—(#)—One 
hundred additional men have been 
added by Augusta cotton seed oil 
crushers in applying the crushers’ 
code under the NRA. 

Mills here normally employ 200 men 
during the crushing season. This has 
been increased to 300 with a 48-hour 
week. The mills are operating three- 
shifts. Heretofore only two shifts have 
been working. 

At the minimum pay, about $2,400 
has been added to the payroll by re- 


employment. For the three months 
crushing period the code will add 
around $30,000 to the pay roll of the 
city, oil men estimated. 

Final results of the NRA cam- 
paign here show net re-employment of 
524 persons after all dismissals had 
been taken into considere‘ion. 

At the minimum wage scales this 
was taken to indicate about $300,000 
annual increase in pay rolls. 

About 15,000 consumers’ cards have 
been signed in the city.

Every Georgia coastal county anda 
number of interior counties were rep- 
resented at a meeting held here today 
to plan to combat the screw worm, 
which is playing havoe with live stock 
yin the southwestern part of the state. 
The meeting was called by Dr. J. M. 
Sutto., state veterinarian, as a pre- 
cautionary measure to prevent infesta- 
tion of the worm along the coastal 
section of the state, where deer are 
plentiful. 

It was explained at the outset 
of the meeting that the coastal sec- 
tion had not yet been infected, except 
in one or two remote cases, therefore 
the general theme of the meeting to- 
day was to take precautionary meas- 
ures. Dr. Sutton explained the situ- 
ation thoroughly to the 60 or more 
— present. 

Dr. J. V. Knapp, state veterinarian 
of Florida, W. T. Densinger, inspector 
in charge of the U. 8S. bureau of ani- 
mal industry in Georgia and Dr. T. 
W. Cole, occupying the same position 
in Florida, C. L. Hall, U. 8S. de- 
partment of entomology, Savannah, 
were also present and took part in the 
deliberations.

Any doubt 
as to the identity of the Cayor fly 
can be removed if one of them is for- 
warded to the department in Atlanta, 
the veterinarian stated.

One reason why the lead of a dou- 


bleton as a defense against a suit 
declaration is not extremely popular 
with many bridge players is that they 
have not gone into the underlying prin- 
ciples sufficiently to understand when 
such a lead should be made and What 
course partner should follow provided 
he has the controlling card of the suit 
led. The lead of a doubleton is an 
effort to utilize the time factor to 
bring about the defeat of the declarer, 
and if both the leader and his partner 
understand the lead and its proper 
handling by the partner, they will find 
it not' a dangerous weapon but an 
extremely effective one. For instance, 
when partner makes an opening lead 
which is marked as a short-suit open- 
ing it is generally safer to assume that 
it is a doubleton than that it is a 
singleton and in consequence ordinar- 
ily no effort should be made to win 
the first trick. The assumption is that

doubleton expects to regain the lead 


before the trumps are drawn and then 
desires to put his partner in for a 
ruff of the third found of the suit. 

An example of A contract that was 
defeated by means of this led, where 
other leads would permit the declarer 
to fulfill his contract. is shown on the 
hand below, which was played in a 
recent duplicate game.

The eventual declaration was four 
hearts, which is the correct contract 
on the hand, North having shown 
spades during the auction. Against 
this contract, at one table, West 
opened the spade 7, which it was ob- 
vious to his partner, when the dummy 
went down. could be nothing but a 
short-suit lead. The question was 
whether it was a doubleton or single- 
ton. East correctly reasoned that 
South could not hold four spades, as 
otherwise he wou'd have supported 
the spade suit at some time during 
the contracting, and that the lead 
must therefore be a donbleton. Inas- 
much as East’s only ecard of quick 
entry into his hand was the spade 
ace, to play it now would probably 
defeat the purpose of the lead. He 
therefore, instead, played the ten, and 
the declarer won -the first trick with 
the spade knave. He now led the 
knave of trumps, seeking to confuse 
the issue and to make his opponents 
believe that possibly he might have 
n finesse in the trump suit. However, 
West refused to be deceived, went up 
immediately. with the ace and led 
another spade, which was won by 
Kast, who returned the suig and per- 
mitted his partner toe utilize his last 
trump for ruffing. Afterwards the de- 
clarer was forced to lose a trick to the 
ace of clubs and in consequence 
through the selection of the best lead 
and by means of partnership co-opera- 
tion, an apparently unbeatable con- 
tract was defeated. 

The contract. as a matter of fact. 
was wade at all the other tables, and 
in my opinion the defense course 
adopted by West was the one best 
calculated to advance the partnership.

Answer: There are some questions 
that we have to answer in the light 
of the present and’some that are bet- 
ter answered in the light of the long 
tomorrow. Unless the money you are 
earning is absolutely essential to you 
at the moment, this is a question to 
be answered with reference to the 
future. These are some of the argu- 
ments in favor of a return to school: 

Education is the greatest single 

force in the life of any individual, 
religion excepted. It is the best 
preparation for work. It furnishes 
the greatest opportunity for a full 
and pleasurable life. It is the open 
sesame to social position. It is a 
derrick that can lift the lowliest 
to the plane of the highest. It is 
the first advantege that the rich 
man tries to give his children; and 
-_ as they take it can they 
maintain the position’to which his 
wealth assigns them. As the exec- 
utive heads of women’s educational 
institutions are fond of saying: 
every educated woman means an 
educated family in the next gen- 
eration. 

Man doesn’t live by bread alone. 
Thirty cents an hour at ten hours a 
day for six days in the week will yield 
$18 a week. This amount will support 


By refusing to continue her edu- 
cation she has sealed her doom to con- 
tinue as a manual worker.

General King said that Colonel 
Kimbrough’s successor here has not 
been named by the war department 
but that an officer undoubtedly would 
be chosen for the post within the next 
three weeks. 

Colonel Kimbrough, a native Geor- 
gian, is one of the best known offi- 
cers in the army and one of the few 
Georgians who have spent the greater 
part of their military service in their 
own state.

Colonel Kimbrough was born on 
October 28, 1869, end entered the 
army in the Spanish-American War 
as a first lieutenant of the old Third 
Georgia Infantry.

If any one of the readers of this 
column will take the trouble to in- 
vestigate the mice of Georgia he will 
find that the small mammals are 
everywhere and as handsome in color 
and attractive in habits as any of 
the birds. This column is not being 
written for the amusement of rocking 
chair naturalists, but for the guidance 
of those people who want to know 
what they can see and where they | 
can see it. | 

Dr. Harold J. Coolidge Jr. has | 
asked me to get some specimens of 
the southern golden mice for the Mu- 
seum of Comparative Zoologist. This 
species belongs in the genus Peromy- 
scus, subgenus Ochrotomys, and is 
called Peromyscus nutalli aureolus. 
In size it is about six and one-half 
inches long, with the tail responsible 
for three and a half inches of that 
length. In color, the back is a rich 
tawny ochraceous, somewhat sprinkled 
with dusky down the back. The feet 
are creamy white. The abdomen is 
creamy white with a pale ochraceous 


suffusion. 
If you want to make use of the 


technical identification points in or- 
der not to confuse this species with 
another member of the deer mouse 
group, remember that there are six 
plantar tubercles, with a seventh 
rudimentary. There is your method 
of separating the subgenus and there 
are no other members of that sub- 
genus in Georgia except the north- 
ern race, which is larger and darker 
and lives in the northermost tier of 
counties. The southern form, on the 
other hand, lives in the southern half 
of the state, as far as our present 
knowledge goes. 

A very interesting habit might be 
noted in connection with this species. 
It has been found that these small 
mice appropriate the nests of birds, 
roof them over and use them as they 
would a nest of their own construc- 
tion. They are inordinately fond of 
apples, grain and occasional green 
matter. 

Since the southern gold mouse in- 
habits the southern part of the state, 
I shall try to get specimens of this 
and the eastern harvest mouse (Reith- 
rodontomys humulis) while at Bruns- 
wick. I would also like to know if 
the beach mouse (PeromyS8cus mani- 
culatus niveiventris) occurs on the 
Georgia coast as well as eastern Flor- 
ida. Here’s hoping! And here is a 
strong invitation to join me in my 
hunt. Get out of the chair, Mr. John 
Doe! 


STATE, CITY THREATS 
CANNOT BE ENJOINED 


State and city authorities cannot 
be enjoined from making threats of 
arrest or levy upon property, the 
supreme court of Georgia ruled Wed- 
nesday in two cases from Fulton coun- 
ty. Judge John D. Humphries of the 
Fulton superior court was the trial 
judge in both cases. 

In the first case the high court 
held that the superior judge was in 
error in enjoining the Georgia Public 
Service commission from taking over 
the Parcel Delivery Company, of At- 
lanta under the motor bus act. The 
company’s defense was that a mem- 
ber of the commission threatened to 
arrest its drivers if it failed to com- 
ply with the terms of the act. 

In the second case the high court 
held that the lower court was not in 
error when it refused to enjoin the 
city of Atlanta from enforcing a li- 
cense tax on the Southern Oil Stores 
and the Spur Distributing Company 
on the grounds that no arrests had 
been made and no property levied 


upon.

LEASING’ OF WORKS 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—0Offi- 
cials of the national public works 
administration were revealed today 
to be considering a unique method 
for overcoming legal obstacles to pub- 
lic works loans in Georgia. 

_As a means of circumventing pro- 
visions of the Georgia constitution 
placing definite limits on the bor- 
rowing power of the state, the public 
works board, headed by Secretary of 
Interior Harold L. Ickes, the emer- 
gency administrator, is trying to work 
out a scheme for building a number 
of projects in the state under a leas- 
ing system by which title to the 
projects would be retained by the fed- 
eral government until legal barriers 
are removed by legislative action. 

Despite an amendment added to the 
national recovery act in an effort to 
clarify the Georgia situation, attor- 
neys for the public works adminis-. 
tration have found that no one in 
Georgia has-authority to borrow 
money for state public works proj- 
ects. The same is said to apply to 
practically all of the counties and 
municipalities which have reached the 
limit of their borrowing power. There 
was some talk at first of accepting 
merely a formal promise of the gov- 
ernor of the state to repay the loans, 
but legal heads of the board here 
have expressed doubt that such a 
promise could be given any legai 
standing. 

Under the circumstances, it ap- 
peared that nothing eould be done to 
correct the situation short of a spe- 
cial session of the Georgia legislature 
called to consider a new constitution- 
al amendment, which even though 
approved, would necessitate endless 
delay ; but certain officials of the 
public works board, prompted by a 
desire to give Georgia its share of 
the benefits, have hit upon the leas- 
ing idea as a_ solution. 

It is scheduled to be taken up at 
a meeting of the board tomorrow. 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 

/ W. (Chip) Robert, of Atlanta, 
himself a member of the board, is 
determined to work out some plan 
for Georgia loans. 

While details of the plan have not 
passed beyond the preliminary dis- 
cussion stage, it is proposed to have 
the public works administration build 
a project itself rather than make a 
loan to some political subdivision of 
the state for the same purpose. The 
project when completed would be re- 
leased to the state, subject to an 
option to buy when the obstacles to 
loans are removed. In this way, it is 
felt, it might be ssible for the 
board to go ahead with the same num- 
ber of projects which otherwise might 
be a proved for Georgia. Already 
the Georgia public works board, con- 
sisting. of Tom Hamilton,. chairman: 
Ryburn Clay and Arthur Lucas, has 
passed favorably on several. 


TALMADGE TO NAME 
COTTON GROUP TODAY 


Governor Eugene Talmadge an- 
nounced Wednesday that he would 
name the Georgia committee to pre- 
sent the Columbia cotton conference 
program to President Roosevelt to- 
day. _ The committee, together with 
committees appointed by other gov- 
ernors of the cotton-growing states, 
will meet with the president next 
Monday morning. 

Herman De La Perriere, state su- 
pervisor of purchases, who represent- 
ed the governor at the Columbia meet- 
ing, is expected to head the Georgia 
committee, which will be composed of 
ten prominent farmers. 

Commissioner of Agriculture G. C. 
Adams Wednesday joined in the 
praise being given the work of the 


‘Columbia conference, which went on 


record in favor of inflation, a mini- 
mum price of 15 cents for cotton 
and elimination of the cotton process 
tax. 


NEW MILK AGREEMENT 
IS AWAITED BY BRIDGES 


Fred T. Bridges, assistant commis- 
sioner of agriculture, said Wednesday 
that he expected to receive the revised 
Georgia milk agreement from Wash- 
ington today and that he will seek to 
have it approved by the dairy farmers 
of Georgia and others interested in itg 
adoption as soon as it is received. 

Mr. Bridges said that the agree- 
ment, which calls for a wholesale price 
of $2.50 per hundred pounds on raw 
milk, is $1 per hundred more than the 
price which was being paid at the time 
the milk agreement was undertaken 
last spring. 

The assistant commissioner esti- 
mated that 1,010,000,000 pounds of 
milk were produced, in Georgia last 
year. 

Mr. Bridges said that under the 
terms of the agreement, Georgia's 
fluid milk and dairy produgts during 
the coming year will bring to Georgia 
farmers a total of $34,000,000, as com- 
pared with $25,000,000 brought to the 
farmers‘last year from the cotton 
crop.

AfricanChief’sF atein British Hands 


‘After Flogging of English Subject 


PALAPYE, BUCHUANALAND, 
Africa, Sept. 13.—(4)——The future ‘of 
Tshekedi, the young chief of the 
Bamangwato tribe, rested tonight in 
the hands of a special British com- 
mission after that body completed an 
investigation of the flogging by na- 
tives of Phineas Mackintosh, a British 
subject. 

The court decided that Mackintosh, 
a native 
woman as husband and wife, should 
be banned henceforth from any of the 
native reserves. 

The flogging was the sentence of a 
native court presided over by Tshe- 
edi. 

The commission now must take up 
the case of the young chief, who tem- 
porarily was deposted on the charge 
that he had violated the laws of the 
protectorate which forbid the trial 
of a European by a native court under 
any circumstances. 

A detachment of marines with full 
equipment was sent under the com- 
mand of Vice Admiral E. R. G. R. 
Evans, acting high commissioner for 
the protectorate, to accompany the 
special court to this sweltering in- 
terior point. The investigation was 
in charge of Colonel C. F. Rey, resi- 
dent commissioner. 

The inquiry was made despite the 
admission of Mackintosh that he ap- 
peared vofiuntarily in Tshekedi’s court 
on a charge of assault and his decla- 
ration that he did not want to take 
action. * 

It was an example of British meth- 
ods in upholding England’s rule over 
wild savage regions of the empire. 

Natives, estimated as numbering 
15,000, came frém miles around to 
view the session. Although no na- 
tive uprising wag, feared, some of the 
white residents sent their families to 
other places for safety. The natives

Uchida Quits Post 
As Foreign Minister 


TOKYO, Sept. 14.—(Thursday.)— 
(P)—Count Yasuya UWehida resigned 
today as foreign minister of Japan. 
Koki Hirota, former ambassador to 


Moscow, was named his successor. 

Failing health was given as the 
official explanation of Uchida’s resig- 
nation, and although the minister was 
known to be tired and worried, neces- 
sitating a brief vacation early in Sep- 
tember, reactionary pressure in favor 
of Hirota’s succession was  authori- 
tatively considered an important fac- 
tor in the change. 

Hirota is known as a staunch na- 
tionalist closely connected with reac- 
tionary patriotic organizations in the 
army clique. 

His accession to the foreign minis- 
try was interpreted as presaging a 
Japanese foreign policy even more 
nationalistic and uncompromising than 
at present. 


Japan Must Bolster 
Defenses, Says Araki 


TOKYO, Sept. 14.—(Thursday.)— 
(P)—General Sadao Araki, minister 
of war, today cited American sym- 
pathy and aid to China combined with 
the continued presence of the Ameri- 
can Atlantic fleet in Pacific waters 
among factors making necessary im- 
mediate strengthening of Japan’s na- 
tional defense. 

The newspaper Asahi, reporting the 
war minister’s speech before a meet- 
ing of fhe military section of the su- 
preme war council, quoted him as de- 
claring Japan was confronted with a 
grave and imminent crisis intensified 
by her isolation resulting from seces- 
sion from the League of Nations. 

‘The meeting was incident to Gen- 
eral Araki’s campaign for enlarged ap- 
propriations for the army and navy 
in the budget for 1934-35, reported to 
bear approval of other Japanese min- 
isters.

CHICAGO, Sept. 13. emis- 
try today announced a substitute for 
the cobwebs of time which euts three 
years off the period now required to 
age good wine. 

The flavor of apple juice, malic 
acid, does it, cheaply, completely, and 
with nature’s own smooth processes, 
aceording to Dr. R. C. Downs, of New 
York, in a report to’the American 
Chemical Society. 

He said the ageing time can.be cut 
so much that the cost of wine making 
will be greatly reduced. The process is 
n strictly American development, aris- 
ing from some surprising results de- 
scribed by Dr. Downs that come from 
passing a current of air over benzine 
and napthalene. 

The result is malic acid, a chemical 
curiosity prior to discovery of this 
method of synthesis. From maleic 
acid so made have come a small host 
of new chemical possibilities, including 
the quick ageing of wine. 

Malice acid, which is familiar in ap- 
ples, is one of the new derivatives. For 
the wine a little calcium is added, 
making what the chemists call calcium 
malate. 

“All young wine,” said Dr. Downs 
in explaining the process, “contains 
cream of tartar and tartaric acid. It 
usually requires several years of age- 
ing for the precipitation of excess tar- 
tar during the process of fermentation, 
and after the conclusion thereof. 

“Tf the wine is bottled before pre- 
cipitation of tartarates is fully com- 
pleted, the production loses its com- 
mercial value, because the bottles will 
contain certain of the tartarates in 
precipitated and visible form.

So that a one-ounce bot- 
tle of this acid would disinfect enough 
water a day for an entire company of 
soldiers in the field.
